There is no doubt that th's show, 
to a greater extent than eith'^r of its 
pj-Pijecessors, will accomplish .ts pui- 
pose of bringing together dairymen, 
gutter and cheese makers, fa’“mers 
and manufacturers of dairy products 
from gU parts of the country, for 
educational purposes; also to v)resent 
at this gathering the best an i most 
up to date makes of dairy machinery, 
and to show choice herds of cattle 
representing all the different dairy 
breeds; in fact, it is desired *o make 
the occasion the big event of tlie year 
for dairying, and to exhibit the diffei- 
ent branches of the dairy industry 
that the people of the country will 
realize the importance and ma.^ultnde 
of this great industry. 
The experts of the dairy division, 
bureau of animal industry. United 
States department of agriculture, are 
taking an active part in the show and 
will conduct a milk and cream contest 
which will be the -most important of 
its kind ever held
